Manager Williams, of the Pelican Oil 
& Gas company, arrived at the de- 
pot. After reaching Athabascn yes- 
terday morning, the aldermen arranged 
to visit the gas wells there, but were | 
later advised that, while four wells | 
have been drilled to. a depth of 400 
feet each, and another one is now in 
progress, there was little to be seen 
even if a trip were made to the var- 
fous locations, The tired aldermen 
were well satisfied to cali off the trip 
of inspection and take the evidence 
given by representatives of the inter- 
ests back of the Athabasca gas eXx- 
plorations, 

On the way down from the Landing 
the party rested up a little and were 
to be found in different sections 
the couches, occupying, where possible, 
two ‘seats, that they might better 
stretch out their tired Himbs and gnatch 
a little sleep between the almost con- 
{inual shunting of the mixed train 
which plies between the Landing and 
Edmonton. Several of the party liv- 
Ing in the west end, jumped the train

at 'wenty-fourth street, that they 
might get home without having an- 
other trip from the Tirst street sta- 
tion. 


The incidents which occurred during 
the 12-day trip are sufficient to fill a 
book, and while the last-ounce of vim 
and energy was used up many times 
during the return journey, all, the 
members of the’ party were agreed on 
the way home yesterday afternoon 
that It was a trip Wéll worth while and 
the price paid was none too great for 
the educational features which were 
afforded. The aldermen had no idea 
of the extent of the development that 
has been done thus far In the Pelican 
fleld, They are now convinced that, 
whether or not the city goes into the 
gas business or buys from a company 
at the city limits, the undisputed facet 
is that there is gas at Pelican, and in 
sufficient quantities to make it worth 
while for the city to consider the ad- 
visability of making the gas ques- 
tion, if not the most important, at 
least one of the most important mat- 
ters, and on which will depend large- 
ly the future development of the city 
and especially from an industrial and 
manufacturing standpoint. 

The aldermen were shown just how 
serviceable the natural gas is. They 
stood in wonder and amazement as one 
after another of the buildings at the 
Pelican were visited. Almost at every 
turn they were shown a gas flame 
being put to some serviceable use. 
Perhaps the most striking demonstra- 
tion was in the boiler-room and the 
Work shops where the gas was 
being used to supply “power to 
the large boilers whieh operate 
the whole drilling outfits for all 
the wells now started in the vicinity 
of the camp. 

The presence of such a wonderfully 
modern camp in the heart of the wild- 
erness and 120 miles from © railroad 
station was the one subject which held 
the attention of the party all day 
Tuesday as they journeyed about the 
various buildings. The gas is used in 
all the tents for heating purposes, It 
is turned low and allowed to burn all 
night. First thing in the morning it is 
again turned up and the buildings are 
all cosy and comfortable at all times, 
In the kitchen it is used in two large 
ranges which were used when the drill- 
ing operations wero in full swing, Until 
the company learns the decision of the 
people on their offer to suuply gas to 
the city, no further work is being done 
at the camps. A force of half a dozen 
men are kept continually on the ground 
and the entire machinery is thus look- 
ed after in such a way that operations 
may be resumed at any time the com- 
pany so desires, 

The aldermen were also afforded a 
good opportunity of realizing what the 
company {s up against In developing a 
field so far away from the source of 
supplies. The outfit now on the ground 


is sufficiently large to start three dvill- | 


ing outfits at different parts of the 
property. The last 40 miles of the trip 
out was made along the line of the 
right of way cut out for ihe government 
telegraph, The wire has been strung 
about 15 miles north of Calling River 
but is not yet in operation. As soon as 
completed it will be a very material 
aid In the future SO of the 
field, 

While no oil has yet been located 
Manager Williams stated that he has 


faith In the camp and believes that 
further development will reveal the 
presence of a very large oll flow, “If it 


takes another ten years to find it, J 
will be right on the job” said Mr. Wil- 
liams, who has had many years of prac-

brothers and chief witness against 63 
labor leaders who were sentenced to 
the federal penitentiary at  Leaven- 
worth for complicity in a nation-wide 
dynamite conspiracy. 

“MeManigal has been In poor health 
| for some time,” Fredericks said yester- 
iday, “and he has been taken out of jail 
on the advice of a physician. He may 
/ be back In a few days, a few weeks, or 
u few months.” | 

Mr, Fredericks would give no further 
information, According to jail at- 
tendants, MeManigal’s appetite and 
constantly increasing girth and weight 
indicated that his ill-health might have 
peen due to over eating. They said, 
however, that he had actually gone to 
a hospital, but it was to have a spur- 
gical operation performed to remove 
a great scar by which he feared former 
associates might recognize him.

Would Be Great Benefit to 
School Children of Poorer

Ritz, the Edmonton Dental association 
considered a proposition which, if it 


muterializes into fact, should be 


fraught with the greatest benefits to 
the school children of this city, namely, 
the establishment of a free dental 
clinic in either one of the city schools 
or hospitals for the use of the more 
indigent part of the school children of 


Dr. French, the retiring secretary of 
the association, stated that the associa- 
tion was prepared to submit) im- 


three times a week, all work done by 
him to be free of charge. 

According to Dr, French, this is but 
in keeping with the custom in all large 
modern cities, with the exception that 
in Toronto and other large cities of the 
Dominion school dentists were main- 
tained ag regular salaried officials, The 
local association is prepared to donate 
their services free of charge until such 
time as the city feels itself in a position 
to get in line with the large and pro- 
gressive cities of the country. 

“When you consider,” sald = Dr. 
French, “that 80 percent of our dis- 
eases are contracted through the mouth 
and that 95 per cent of our school 


children have defective teeth, you will 
readily understand what an important 
part dental work plays in the physical 
welfare of children,” 

Dr, Dunn, medical superintendent 
of the city school board, expressed his 
appreciation of the offer In the warm- 
est terms and declared that the reports 
of defective teeth in school children 
for the first six months of the current 
years averaged 40 percent and that 
even this report only represented the 
teeth which could not be saved, but for 
this fact the percentage Would have 
been much larger, Dr, Dunn is 02 the 
opinion, however, that a nominal fee 
should be charged for dental services in 
the schools,

With its mayoralty 
avalanche of 125,000 and with only two of the sixteen votes 
on the board of estimate, Tammany has suffered the worst 
defeat since Boss Tweed passed out. To make the rout of the 
tiger complete, Tammany not only loses almost every office in 
its stronghold of Manhattan and all control of the city’s tre- 
mendous expenditure, but through the election of Whitman 
and his whole supporting coterie, loses all chance of being able 
to “put something over” with the police. Tammany is cer- 
tainly defeated, H 

Now the question will be asked, as it has been asked 
before, can Tammany come back?+ Heretofore the answe. of 
the anti- Tammany reformers, Who imagined the defeat of 
Tammany in some way constituted a regeneration of New 
York society, has always been, upon the occasion of each 
previous dereat, that the machine was smashed and the tiger 
dead. Then they went to sleep, and the tiger crept back upon 
the sleeping city and captured it again. 

But this time the circumstances are just a trifle different 
from any previously existing. The world has discovered the 
mainspring of Tammiany’s power—the power to select can- 
didates. Sulzer must have seen it very clearly when, with a 
quarrel impending, he sought to pass a direct primary law, 
and the experience of other cities where the nominating power 
has been taken out of the hands of the political organizations 
has undoubtedly educated every anti-Tammany man in New 
York upon the effectiveness of this specific. 

Direct primaries, selective election, preferential voting, 
the recall have all come into use since Tammany last found 
itself on the outside looking in. That these will be brought 
into force in New York without delay may be taken for 
granted. Can Tammany or any other political organization 
triumph over these more modern weapons? 

The probabilities are that the answer is “yes.” But the 
Tammany which will sooner or fater achieve the triumph will 
uot be the Tammany as it is known today, but a new Tam- 
many, with new aspirations and new ideals. 

Tammany, for years the greatest political organization 
in the world, has been at the same time the most human in- 
timately institution in the alleged democracy to the south, as, 
necessarily, it must have been to accomplish the things it did. 
Tammany was never impersonal. It reached right down into 
the daily lives of millions, rich and poor, and touched their 
sentiments and consciousnesses as even their religion had 
failed to do. To the half-million paupers and the hundreds 
of thousands of near-paupers who felt) that in) the social 
arrangement they had somehow been given the worst of it, 
the Tammany standard seemed to be a rallying point, and they 
delegated to its chieftains whatever power lay in their hands. 
Vo the predatory higher-ups it was Tammany’s control over 
these, more than anything else, that made the machine indis- 
pensable. With these votes ready for delivery upon election 
gay, it needed only the nominating power to keep the 
greatest city in United States in the hands of the exploiters. 

Direct primaries will take the nominating power out of 
the hands of the organization heads and place it directly in 
the hands of the electors themselves. The recall will make 
it impossible for elected officials to ignore their responsibilities. 
The human desire to take part in the framing of public affairs 
will be not lessened but accelerated by these inventions of| 
modern democracy. The Tammany which will be able to use [! 
them will necessarily be more directly representative. When 
Next it comes back into power it will be with a new responsi-

were a long distance down no harm 
could befall the passenyers if the jour- | 
ney were continued all night. This be- | 
ing agreeable, ®& Man was stationed at 
the helm and the beds were spread on 
the deck of the vessel. At 
during the night Alderman Smith was 
heard to exclaim, “We're on the rocks,” 
but soon all was righted and in the 
“cold gray dawn of the early morning” | 
(a phrase often heard during-the trip) | 
the captain announeed that Cabling } 
River had been passed in the night. 

Ally day Sunday the half breeds and 
indeed. some of the passengers took 
their turn at the oars to make time 
against a head wind. Several stops 
were made and a number of the party 
waulked for some. distance along the 
shore 
colder, 

Lake Portage was reached Sunday 
evening and as the trip could be easily 
completed on Monday the ship was put 
to shore on the west bank and after 
supper a very comfortable canip was 
built on shore. Searcely had the ar- 
rangement of the green spruce boughs 
for bed springs been completed than 
some one announced that snow was 
falling. This being the case, a wind 
brake was built and canvas spread over 
the blankets.) The party then tucked 
away underneath for their first night's 
slumbers in the bush, Monday morn- 
ing saw the party emerging from their 
white covering, the snow having fallen 
and covered up the camp with at least 
“aw two inch white mantle. 

The first real hardship of the journey 
was met Monday morning at- break- 
fast time. The commissary department, 
in charge of a first class chef, H. A, La 
Idrair, better knowr as “Tony” was 
frozen stiff. The cook stove, located a 
little forward of amidships, refused to 
even boil the water, and as a last re- 
‘sort the old Indian method of. stringing 
‘the pail on a pole across a camp fire 
was called into play, But this was.not 
the only hardship, as a lively scramble 
followed in an effort to locate the 
dishes and supplies necessary for the 
breakfast, é 

While everything necessary had been 
provided by manager Williams for the 
comfort of the party, they were glad 
to forego the formality of using a sep- 
nrate spoon for the sugar, and at times 
even the — services of such a 
needful accessory were dispensed with 
and the hands used instead, “Tony,” 
the cook, was a real character. He 
had the job down to perfection and 
served up many fine pots of pork and 
beans to the hungry multitude, Tony 
would exclaim at many a turn, if the 
fire was not just to suit, or his fingers 
were benumbed with the cold, “O, boys 
and girls,” isn't it awful.” There was

Perhaps no other city in the west 
contains more veterans of the stirring 
eold rush days of Nome, Fairbanks, 
Dawson and Circle City than does Id- 
monton, and any of these veterans here, 
such as Charlie Bunn, “Doe.” Keely 
and Big Tom Chisholmn, should you 
learn to know them well, will at an 
odd unguarded momeént tell many a 
gripping tale of the north that is now 
a thing of the past. lor thowsh gold 
is still found in the Arctic waters that 
stretch from Nome to Dawson the 
great companies, such as the Gugpyen- 
heims, with their dredges and other im- 
mense mining machinery, have robbed 
the life of all its old romance and the 
solitary miner with his crude sluce 
boxes or cradle is no more and the 
days when a man became a millionaire 
overnight have passed hand in hand 
with the dance halls, and gambling 
palaces that made up the life of the 
early days of Nome and other northern 
cities, 

Among the many veterans in the city 
today is C, KE. Riley, manager of the 
Vdmonton Taxi Cab company, who 
though a pioneer of the gold rush 
days, ts oddly belied by his looks for 
the very simple reason that, though one 
of the first to embark on one of the 
crowded gold ships from Seattle, did so 
at the youthful age of 17. 

Oddly enough those who have led 
the most adventurous and exciting 
lives are least inclined to talk of it, and 
because of close personal knowledge of 
such figures as Rex Beach, Zach San- 
dow, George Wate, Bill Gates, Rey 
Richard, George Carmach, discoverer 
of Dawson, and many other characters 
now of nation-wide prominence, see in 
them only the ordinary individual of 
the past. 

Mr. Riley after unloading from the 
Seattle poat at Nome became one part 
of the great life that has since been 
the subject of a dozen great novels.

“Yes they were remarkable — times, 
those days of the gold rush at Nome, 
Dawson, Cirele City and Fairbanks, 
but it is only in looking back at them 
now that one fully realizes the roman- 
ces of real life that were lived by the 
men and women then,” said Mr, Riley 
smiling.
